WE HAVE as a nation heen so long en- 


grossed in the gentle art of mone>-making 
that the United States has' become a 
synonym for commercialism, and what 
little art we have iostered 
has been 


branded with the dollar mark. 
It 15, grati- 


fying, therefore, to note an increasing ap- 
preciation and recognition of the ''artistic" 


'throughout the land, signs of which are 
many. 


Practically all the cities of the country 


are jiving more and more attention, 
through experts, municipal art commissions 
and other bodies, to the unquestioned m- 
•fluence and practical value of municipal 


( esthetics. 
The creation ot the Municipal 


Art Commission in \\abliington, uhiJi has 
been followed b) the establishment ot 
similar boards in almost e\er\ ciu ot im- 
portance, gave initial impetus to a move- 
ment for artistic public decorative \\ors, 
which has met hearty public favor and u> 
making its influence felt m man\ other 
ways. 


The interest in scientific floriculture, 


garden 
decoration, the 
beautifying 
of 


country estates and of industrial institu- 
tions and the floral embellishment of manv 
railroad stations is evidence of the artistic 
impetus, while iheaters, churches, colleges 
and private homes bear -\yitness to a widen- 
ing appreciation of the esthetic forces 
which appeal to the finer elements of hu- 
man nature. Uncle Sam himself ru:> come 
to believe thorough!} in the artistic, as is 
attested by the constant!} larger sums he 
devotes to statuary, monumental viork and 
landscaping on government properties Con- 
gress- having within the last few months 
appropriated more than $200,000 for such 
purposes. 


The National Capital, despite its pre- 


eminence among the few realK beautiful 
cities of the countr}, has recently adopted 
a comprehensive s}stem of beautification, 
which includes ornamental fixtures on the 
streets, la}ing out of the parkb and general 
supervision of everything clawed under the 
head of architecture, including public monu- 
ments, and tne strong hold the civic beauty 
idea is taking everywhere is further indi- 
cated by the recent adoption by Cleveland 
of an ambitious scheme of beautification. 


That we are beginning to awaken to the 


esthetic impulse is nothing to occasion won- 
der, for it has been the lesson of history 
that when a nation has gained supremacy 
in things material 
whether by military 


force or commercial sagacity 
art begins 


to flourish, and not until thfen. 
But it is a 


tribute to the national character that with 
SO many great commercial worlds yet open 
to conquest we have as a people entered so 
enthusiastically into the task of correcting 
the onesidedness'of our life,'
